An orga niza tion a t Wa shington puts out the 
informa tion tha t only 4 per cent of the 40.000.000 
workers of the United Sta tes ea rn a s much a s 
$4,000 a yea r. 
The rema ining 96 per cent ea rn 
less tha n $4,000 a yea r. 
Four per cent of the tota l workers would be 
1,600,000, pra ctica lly a ll men. Ina smuch as two- 
thirds of the workers a re men, it would mea n 
tha t between 5 a nd 6 per cent of them ea rn $4.- 
000 a yea r. 
But why select $4,000 os the dividing 
line? We know hundreds of men who ma ke less 
tha n $4,000 a yea r who own a utomobiles, own 
their homes, send their children to college, ta ke 
long trips a nd enjoy life a s much or more tha n 
ma ny other men who ha ve incomes very much 
in excess of $4.000 a yea r. 
' An income of 
$4,000 a year is not at all es­ 
sential to happiness or to comfort these days 
when all members of the family obtain employ­ 
ment as soon as they are out of high school, or 
before. 
It does not require that much to live 
well, to dress well, to own a home and an auto­ 
mobile, to take 
trips and to enjoy one’s self 
socially. 
That fact is demonstrated every day 
by the hundreds of the best families in every 
community that thoroughly enjoy life on much 
less than the $4.000 income than some 
idle 
dreamer has set up as a standard. 


ORIGIN OF TURKEY 
The approach of Thanksgiving day never 
fails to renew controversy as to the origin of 
that prince of table fowls, the turkey. Although 
it is said to be a well established fact that the 
turkey is native to the western hemisphere, and 
was carried by the Spaniards from Mexico to 
Europe, the claim has been made repeatedly 
that the bird is of Asiatic origin. 
It is argued 
that in six teenth century English it was called 
“the hen of Turkey” and sometimes even tiic 
“hen of Asia.”i The fact is cited that the French 
word for turkey “dindon,” is also written ”poule * 
d’ inde” (hen of India, and in Germany and Hol­ 
land it has even been called the “hen of Cal­ 
cutta." 
In view of the fascination which Asia held 
over the minds of Europeans 400 years ago, it is 
not surprising that this choice delicacy of the 


ta ble wa s given a n Asia tic origin. Although peo- i 
pie were then a wa re tha t the America ns were 
not pa rt of the Indies, the na me “ India n” a s a p- j 
plied to the America n a borigines beca me a s firm­ 
ly fixed a s the word “ turkey.” 
This ha s not a f­ 
fected the ethnology of our red men a ny more 
tha n the va rious Europea n na mes for the grea t 
America n bird ha ve cha nged its pla ce of origin. 
To the Spa nia rds belongs the credit of ha v­ 
ing introduced the domestica ted species, which, 
a fter extensive breeding, wa s brought ba ck to 
this country a nd now outriva ls the wild turkey 
ip ta ste a nd delica cy. 


UNIMPORTANT THINGS. 
If we Americans would but give to things im­ 
portant the same high zeal and strong enthusi­ 
asm that we bestow on concerns inconsequential, 
then we should be an even mightier people than 
we are. 
How many a time and oft, do we pick 
something up and glow and gush over it—then 
nex t week, cast it scornfully aside. 
For instance, we would cite that “average 
American” celebrated a few years ago? 
Who j 
has heard of him lately? 
Who, indeed, though j 
we were solemnly informed 
t hat in this individual I 
all the middlc-class virtues were embodied? 
And then there was “the perfect male.” He I 
is an army sergeant, and it must be distressing j 
to any sergeant of our acquaintance — if he be 
like the sergeants of our acquaintance—to be 
known as a perfect male. Just try to get a pic­ 
ture of that! 
But it doesn’t stop with things like that. No, 
no! 
We have the “most useful citizen” selected, 
banqueted and felicitated. Does not this sort of 
think tend sometimes to impair any chosen citi­ 
zen’s usefulness? 
Always, however — and this is a most reliev­ 
ing thought — nex t season we feel very sure it 
will be something else. And nex t season the pop­ 
ular lion of today will be largely forgotten, ex ­ 
cept in various unusual and ex ceptional circum­ 
stances. 
When Gray wrote that “full many a flower 
is born to blush'unseen,” he wisely surmised that 
it would be forever impossible to name with cer­ 
tainty either the average man, the most perfect 
male or the most useful citizen.

An organization at Washington puts out the 


information that only 4 per cent of the 40,000,000 
workers of the ^United States earn as much as 
$4;000 a year. The remaining 96 per cent earn 
less than $4,000 a year. 


Four per cent of the total workers would be 


1,600,000, practically all men. Inasmuch as two- 


« thirds of the workers are men, it would mean 


that between 5 and 6 per cent of them earn $4,- 
000 a year. But why select $4,000 os the dividing 
line?

ORIGIN OF TURKEY 


The approach of Thanksgiving day never 


fails to renew controversy as to the origin of 
that prince of table fowls, the turkey. Although 
it is said to be a well established fact that the 
turkey is native to the western hemisphere, and 
was carried by the Spaniards from Mexico to 
Europe, the claim has been made repeatedly 
'that the bird is of Asiatic origin. It is argued 
that in sixteenth century English it was called 
•"the hen of Turkey" and sometimes even the 
-'hen of Asia."i The fact is cited that the French 
word for turkey "dindon," is also written "poule • 
d' inde" (hen of India, and.in Germany and Hol- 
land it has even been called the "hen of Cal- 
cutta." 


In view of the fascination which Asia, held 


over the minds of Europeans 400 years ago, it is 
not surprising that this choice delicacy of the 


table was given an Asiatic origin. Although peo 
pie were then aware that the Americans wer 
not part of the Indies, the name "Indian" as -ap 
plied to the American aborigines became as firm 
ly fixed as the word "turkey." 
This has not af 


fected the ethnology of our red men any mor 
than the various European names for the grea 
American bird have changed its place of origin 


To the Spaniards belongs the credit of hav- 


ing introduced the domesticated species, which 
after extensive breeding, was brought back to 
this country and now outrivals the wild turkey 
ii) taste and delicacy.

If we Americans would but give to thingsim- 


portant the same high zeal.and strong enthusi- 
asm that we bestow on concerns inconsequential, 
then we should be an even mightier people than 
we are. 
How many a time and oft, do we pick 


something up and glow and gush over it—then 
next week, cast it scornfully aside. 


For instance, we would cite that "average 


American" celebrated a few years ago? Who 
has heard of him lately? Who, indeed, though 
we were solemnly informed that in this individual 
all the middle-class virtues were embodied? 


And then there was "the perfect male." He 


is an army sergeant, -and it must be distressing 
to any sergeant of our acquaintance — if he be 
like the sergeants of our acquaintance—to be 
known as a perfect male. Just try to get a pic- 
ture of that! 


But it doesn't stop with things like that. No, 


no! We have the "most useful citizen" selected, 
banqueted and felicitated. Does not this sort of 
think tend sometimes to impair any chosen citi- 
zen's usefulness? 


Always, however — and this is a most reliev- 


ing thought — next season we feel very sure it 
will be something else. And next season the pop- 
ular lion of today will be largely forgotten, ex- 
cept in various unusual and exceptional circum- 
stances.

ECREATION in the form of 
picnics, visits to the theater 
and to the motion picture 


shows, dances and card parties, 
arranged by American Red Cross 
workers for the disabled veterans 
and sick service men in the Govern- 
ment hospitals throughout t h e 
country are universally commended 
by the authorities as of great value 
in aiding the men to recovery. 


Only those men who are in the 


hospitals in Washington, the na- 
tion's capital, however, are able to 
attend quite the nicest party of the 
year—that which the President and, 
the First Lady of the Land are in 
habit of giving annually for dis- 
abled and ill veterans. The first of 
the White House garden parties 
for the veterans was given by 
President Harding, and it has since 
been an annual institution, lapsing 
only once or twice due to the ill- 
ness of the First Lady. 


President and Mrs. Hoover this 


year gave a party, with Red Cross 
workers and Grey Ladies, who are 
constant visitors to the men in the 
wards, accompanying them. 


The Red Cross has workers In 


forty-eight Veterans' Bureau hos- 
pitals, and in all regular Army and 
Navy Hospitals, at all camps and 
posts, and last year these workers 
arranged 20,352 recreation events.

was experienced in the North- 
ern, Intermountain, Northwes- 
tern, and

Only three-fourths of the nor- 
mal rainfall occurred in Idaho 
and Montana. This caused un- 
precedented 'spotting' of fires 
(jumping over suddenly into 
unburned; territory).

dried out in the Lake States 
District. It was a season of un- 
usually high winds. In Arkan- 
sas there was no rain 'for eight 
weeks and oaks on hundreds of 
acres were killed by drought. In 
Montana and Idaho, the mean 
temperature 
for 
August 
has 


been exceeded in only one- pre- 
vious year. The average relative 
humidity was considerably below 
normal.

-In 
the" Northern District, 


where the fire situation has 
been especially acute, the emer- 
gency was foreseen and every- 
thing possible done. But we 
could not extend telephone s'ys- 
tems or roads and trails as re- 
quired, nor'procure the needed 
jack and plow animals and 
;rucks hi time. We could not 
place emergency guards where 
needed Jbecause of deficiencies 
in trail and telephone systems. 
No fires were lost where attack 
from roads was possible. The 
number of lightning, fires was 
nearly twice the average; 239 
fires were started by lightning 
on August 29-^an unprecedent- 
ed thing in the hfctory of the 
District. The shortage of ex- 
perienced men to manage large 
forces of fire fighters was felt, 
and 63 Forest officers were loan- 
ed to the Northern District by 
other Western Districts. 
-In the Pacific Northwest, ab- 


normal burning conditions, lack 
Of roads, trails, and telephone 
lines, and large areas of inflam- 
mable insect-killed 
lodge-pole 


pine combined to make condi- 
tions serious. Crews larger than 
usual were used, but still larger 
crews on each fire at the outset 
would have decreased loss aiict 
expense. 
In northern California there 


was a bad outbreak of incendiar- 
ism. 
The Klamath National 


Forest had 51 incendiary fires 
set in one day. All of them 
were suppressed before 30 acres 
had burned over. The most 
destructive National Forest fire 
n the California District was 
on the Modoc Forest. This fire 
mrned over 5,000 acres the first 
afternoon and did $200,000 dam- 
age. A trespass case has been 
nitiated against the railroads 
which caused the fire. 
"Abnormal drought and spot- 


ing of fires was recorded hi the 
Lake States District. • High 
winds continued over a long 
jeriods. In the Intermountain 
District, large fires were due 
irimarily to lack of trails into 
naccesslble territory, and to ex- 
reme drought which caused 
apifl spread and bad spotting.
